before that Seaſon is paſt, frequently the Crime is 
repeated again, and ſo the Incapacity continued, and 
the Conſcience hardened, It ſtirs up all the Corrup- 
tions of the Heart, and increaſes them. Anger, 
Irath, Malice, and Luſt, blaze forth and burn, often 
ſo fierce that none can quench them. O the horrid 
Oaths, the many Perjuries, the direful Imptecations, 
not to add other deteſtable Speeches, which in Drink 
Men pour forth, as a bitter Fountain its Waters, or 
as the troubled Sea Mire and Dirt! Hence, as they 
are contrary to all Good, and moſt prompt to all Evil,
